Its roads’ will go to 
ruin, its trees will be torn up for 
fuel. its trade, which bas greatly 
profited by the absence of Customs 
duties, willdwindlsto ths smallest 
proportions when the PekinzGov- 
ernment re-establisnes a Customs 
atation. In the circumstances, the 
foreign property-bolders would ba 
glad to be bought oot, in which 
case they would sacrifice their 
years of labour bat not their 
capital. Even this coropensation 
is likely to be denied them. unless 
they, like other people, can 
arrange with the authorities con- 
cerned for » part of the Boxer 
indemnity money to be used for 
this purpose. The foreign in- 
vestors have been sacrificed in 
the interests of higher policy, and 
may legitimately clains that the 
cost of high policy. should be met 
by the nation which adopts itt 
not by the private investor.—>.C 
Daily Mail. . :
